Here is an opportunity for the people of Nevada 


to carry into practical effect a principle which is ta- 
vored almost unanimously by the voters ot the 
State. Let the State conventions, each, nominate 
its candidate, and let it be understood by resolution, 
in each convention, that the candidate receiving the 
most votes at the polls, shall receive the unanimous 
support of the legislature. 
Let the county conven- 


tions of the different parties instruct their legislative 
nominees, and exact from them a pledge to obev 
the voice of the people as manifested in the election 
returns, by voting for the majority or plurality can- 
didate, of whatever political party he may belong. 
The legislators will then be in the same position as 
presidential electors, who are unrestrained by law 
in the casting of then votes, excepting the unwrit- 
ten law ot personal honoi and public duty, which 
in no instance h ;s been violated in the history ol 
the Republic.

subjects and no doubt but that the same recom- 
mendations will be maclt regarding Nevada. It 
will require the adoption of a constitutional amend- 
ment in this State to enable the State to follow out 
tht recommendations of the Department giving the 
State control of its water:,. These matters settled 
and capital can safely invest money in irrigation 
projects without having its rights disturbed by liti- 
gation. The question is one that must, sooner or 
later, be taken and settled by the people of Nevada 
and the faimer should give the matter special atten- 
tion and studv.
